Now that the Labour Party has 
gone into the wilderness, there ix 
much speculation tuking place as to 
its future position in British poli- 
tics. Even among ils own leaders 
there is now a frank recognition of 
the fact that the Party bas badly 
stumbled in recent years. Its re- 
cord, except In foreign affairs, is 
admitted to have been feeble. For 
this state of affairs, a variety of 
reasons may be given—rensons of 
organisation, of personnel and of 
circumstance. But the one whieh 
is particularly in) the minds of 
thinking people just now, according 
toa leading potitical weekly, is 
this :—Has there not been o funda- 
mental confusion in Labour policy? 
Has the Lubour Party made up its 
mind whether it is a vaguely revo- 
lutionary party intent on “smuash- 
ing capitalism,” or whether it is a 
reformist party willing to find any 
support it can for promoting great- 
er equality and an improved or- 
saniaation of society? 

The question is being asked, what 
does all this talk about “smashing 
eapitatism” mean? It is submitted 
that the only thing It could.mean to 
an intelligent Socinlist ix the sub- 
stitution of public control for pri- 
vate enterprise tnd the transforma- 
tion of the present socinl disorder 
into n decent society in which men 
can Jive on terms of equality. The 
“cluss-struggle” is not a mischie- 
vous invention: it is a deplorable 
fact, The object of the Socinttat, 


‘we are told, is to end it as peaceably 


as possible. But to have any 
chance of success the Labour Party 
must be both clear about its philo- 
sophy and realistic about its imme.
